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Tue st Indians took us into their Whigwam 
and being willing to chear our droopiag Spirits, 
took a great deal of Pains to make a pleaſant and 

_ comfortable Liquor, called Cheely, which is done 

| aſter this Manner; They take a certain Quan- 
ticy of Indian Corn, which they roaft or parch 
up before a F ire, and then grind it to a fine Pow- 
der between two ones, and having hot Water 
in Readineſs, they pour it on, and let it ſtand to 
infuſe. This Liquor, with what they gave us 
to eat, made a comfortable Repaſt ; bur, above 
all, we were entertained with two Birds they 
kept, which were very tame, and ſuffered to fly 

' frond at their Pleaſure ; they were no bigger 
than a Sparrow, but could talk in elligibly, and 
Whiſtle and fing admirably; the Cock had 2 
Comb like our Game-Cocks, and the Hen 2 
cropled Crown; th ei Wings were red, and their 
Bodies y ellow, with a black Circle round their 
Necks. Theſe People told us, we mighc get to 
Gracias a Dies in two or three Days, and that the 
Town called Apaublo, was between it and us. 
In the Morning, we took our Le ve of them, 
and went over a Savanna, which was covered 
with a Sort of Gr:ſhopper or Fly, of à yellow- 
nh Colour; the Air IKewile was ſo thick of 
them, that it was almoſt darken d thereby, fo 
that we could hardly keep on our Way, and 
were near being ſtifled by the Concourſe ot em; 
and thus we travelled till Sun- ſet, at which Time 
we were got to the Side of the River, where we 
conſented to paſs the Night, and made our Fire

and ſteep Mountains, which, after our late 
tigue in croffiag the River, was very grievous 8 
us. On the Tops of theſe Mountains was fine 
level Land, adorned here and there with beau - 
tiful Groves; ; about Noon we diſcovered a g I 
River, which was very ſteep from us, and 3 
we got down to it, we found the Stream fa 
7 rapid, that we coul1 contrive no way to 
3 and, at laſt, began to ſuſpect we had mi 
al Way, and we re gong back again; but hap- 
pening to ſee two Indians making toward us, we 
fat down till they came, and then asked them, 
which Way we ſhould get over: they ſaid, we 
muſt go up the River; and told us, they were 
Indians of Henduras, and that they came from 
Guatimal., We went on as they directe , for 
ſome Miles, without ſeeing any Probabiliry of 
croffiag ; bur, at length, obſerved ſomething at 
a Diſtance which appeared like a great Net, 
hanging acroſs the River, between two Moun- 
rains, We got into a Path that led up to it; and 
upon the i ett Obſervation we coul.i make at © chat 
Diſtance, we could not determine whether it 
were defign'd for a Bridg, or a Net to catch

but inftead of repoſing ourſelves, we could only 
liften to the great Hurly-burly and — ea 
fuſion that reigned throughout the whole Town, 
' and continued till Morning, tome ran about 
+ beating on a Sort of Drum, others blowing thro' 
{ © a Reed or Pipe, which ſounded like a Hautboy ; 

in ort, every one ſeemed to be wholly given 
up to Revelling and Merriment. . 
How this Feftival came to be celebrated with 
ſuch extraordinary Marks of Joy and Zeal I can-

We inquired of him, how far it miglt 
be to Cauwettick ; he preſently gave us proper 
Directions how to find it, and by pointing to the 
Sun, th made us underftand we might get 
thicher by Noon, which we accordingly did. 
Bex very hungry when we came into the 
Town, the firſt Thing we craved of the Peopie 
was ſomewhat to eat; upon which tt ey brought 
us a little Beef, and a few Plantains, but ſeemed 
much ſurpri ⁊e i at us. At Night we met with 
ſome Indians, whom we had ſeen before in our 
Trayels, who gave us ſome ripe Bananas; ask- 
ing me if I knew them again, and finding I did, 
were mightily pleaſed with our Acquaintance, 
Here we lodged this Night in a Range, and the 3 
next Morning ſet out for St. Michae/s, 6 0 


Tus Road we took was down a 
into a Valley, where after we had fetrc 2.

AT Diy-breik we fat out, and croſſed the

ti n, but he made no Anfwer, that I could un- 
cerfand ; but ſuppoſing I inquired the Way to 
ſome Plage or other, he pointed towards a 
x Pers high Mountain, like a Sugar-Loaf, 
ot caring to follow his Directions, and find- 
ing we ſhould never underftand each other, I 
made him a Motion of Farewel, and he rode on, 
Jn this Savanna we could find no Water, fo that 
de were almoſt dying for want of Liquids; we 
travelFd about it till almott Night again, and 
could fee no Range, nor any Wood to make 3 
Fire with. Thus we wandered to and fro, not 
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Knowing what to do, till by the Direction f 2 
a Y Providence, 
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62 The Unfortunate Engliſhmen, &c. 
were now not far from St. Mi hael's, where lived 
Grandee Spenierds ; and, that in a Day or two, 
there would be held a great Bull-Feaft at that 
Town, for which, in the Morning, we ſet our, 
after due Acknowledgements for the Favours 
we had received. 

By the Way, we met with ſeveral Indians 
going to St. Mich:eſs, who were all painted and 
drefled up, every one in the Skin of ſome wild 
Creature or other, nothing but Mirth an! Jollity 
wi in their Countenances . _— 

ed ſinging and dancing all ay they 
went; ſome of rem had a Sort of Cue in 
their Hands, with Porcupines Quills fticking at 
the Ends. About Noon we po to a Range, 
where we met with People who informed us, 
we were a Day's Journey from the Town; and 
when they knew we were Englibmen, they ask- 
ed, if We had a Paſs, for otherwiſe the Governor 
of St. Mic nel, they aſſured us, would fend us 
all ro the Mines, and as we knew we had no Paſs 
to ſhow, this was a terrible Hearing. We were, 
however, obliged to go forward, and meet our 
Fate, be it what it would. Here we learned, 
that about Sunſet we ſhould get to a Whigwam, 
and ſo departed, eg 
As we drew near to the Town, my Fellow- 
Travellers began to fall into the utmoſt 1 
lay ing, that all our Labour and Travel had been 
yam, ſince it was evident, we were going ta 
fill into the Hands of thoſe, who would |

them from ſuch dreac ful Apprehenſious, by
